The  Student  Christian  Association  serves  to  co-ordinate  all  student  religious 
activities,  to  supervise  chapel,  and  to  sponsor  new  approaches  to  religious 
emphasis  among  the  students  at  Mitchell.  Under  the  direction  of  Miss  Virginia 
Ray,  the  S.C.  A.  includes  in  its  membership  every  member  of  the  student 
body.

Honor  Council 


The  Honor  Council  consists  of  three  students— two  sophomores  and  one 
freshman,  a  faculty  advisor,  and  the  Dean  of  the  college,  an  ex  officio  member 
without  voting  privileges. 

The  main  purposes  of  this  committee  are  to  broaden  and  extend  the  ex- 
periences of  Christian  living  at  Mitchell  College,  to  re-impress  upon  the  stu- 
dents the  importance  of  honorable  and  dependable  living,  and  to  bring  about 
a  greater  respect  for  themselves  and  to  demand  more  respect  from  others. 

The  Honor  Council  is  actually  set  up  for  the  students— to  insure  them  of 
justice  in  any  case  of  foul  play. 

The  Honor  Council  takes  care  ot  all  violations  of  lying ,  cheating,  or 
stealing.  Upon  receiving  information  of  an  infraction  of  the  Honor  System, 
the  Honor  Council  shall,  after  a  thorough  investigation,  hold  a  hearing.  The 
accused  person  has  the  privilege  of  gathering  information  for  his  own  benefit. 
A  vote  of  three -fourths  of  the  total  membership  of  both  the  Honor  Council  and 
the  Student  Council  shall  convict  the  accused. 

Another  duty  of  the  Honor  Council  is  to  count  all  votes  that  are  cast  by 
secret  ballot  in  all  student  elections.
